T he S ession E n liv en ed b y S everal W ordy 
T ilts. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 
11th. — The 
Raum Investigation Commbtee session was 
enlivened to-day by several tilts between 
Cooper and Frick and Lewis and Morrill. 
Commissioner Raum, beginning his de­ 
fense, commenced the 
examination 
of 
Cooper 
The latter said his attention was 
first called to the refrigerator company by 
newspaper articles, and afterwards’by Geo. 
B. Fleming. 
He had talked with other 
persons confidentially, but did not care to 
eive their names. Flem ing said that But­ 
ler Fitch had told biui that seven pension 
office employes bought stock. 
The Commissioner said that Fleming 
him self was the author of the defamatory 
news articles. 
Cooper said he had civen out the article 
himself, saying he had not given his note 
to Lemon. 
The Commissioner said he had denied 
he had given his note for $25,000. 
Cooper further said that he had been 
confirmed in his belief in the charges by 
the Commissioner’s refusal to answer his 
questions. But the charges rested upon 
Flem ing and Fitch’s testimony. If they 
were knocked out, all right. 
The Commissioner remarked that he 
thought they had knocked themselves out. 
Continuing, Cooper said Mr. Colman, 
representing the refrigerator stock, had 
spoken of the books in a way that led the 
witness to suppose they showed crooked­ 
ness. Cooper said he had never seen the 
books of the company. 
Flick sharply queried : 
“You know you 
are on oath, dou’t you? You swore a mo­ 
m ent ago that you could take those books 
and sustain the charges.” 
Cooper—“I s a id I b e lie v e d it. That sug­ 
g e s tio n o f y o u r s w a s U D g e D tle m a n ly , cow­ 
a r d l y a n d m e a n ." 
Flick—“ And I subm it that you are a 
dirty dog.” 
It took some time to restore order after 
this, but the matter was smoothed over, 
and Butler Fitch called. 
He denied hav­ 
ing told Flem ing any of the things Cooper 
spoke of. 
In the course of tbe examination Com­ 
missioner Raum remarked : “The whole 
thing is a figment of George B. Flem ine, a 
discharged employe of the Pension Office, 
who had used Mr. Cooper—I do not say 
corruptly.” 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior Bussey 
testified that he had approved the com­ 
pleted files order. H e had been much 
pleased with the great im provement in the 
Pension Office under Commissioner Raum ’s 
administration. 
Cooper asked ii the witness had investi­ 
gated the charges connecting the Commis­ 
sioner and Lemon. 
Witness replied: 
“ Do you suppose I am 
going to take up everything I see in the 
newspapers? I don’t deal in newspaper 
slanders.” 
Continuing, he said Commissioner Raum 
had told him the circumstances fully, and 
his explanation was satisfactory. He was 
satisfied that the Commissioner had not the 
slightest intention to favor Lemon, or any­ 
body else. 


R EPU BL IC A N CAUCUSES.

W a s h in g t o n , September 11th.—The Re­ 
publican Senatorial caucus, to decide the 
order of business, to-day concluded to 
lim it the programme for the rem ainder of 
the session to the following bills, to be con­ 
sidered in the order named, after tbe report 
of the Conference Committee on the land 
grant forfeiture bill shall be disposed o f: 
Tbe anti-lottery mail bill; the bill to re­ 
peal tbe Timber Culture Act; the bill to 
establish private land claim Court; tbe bill 
for the relief of the 8upreme Court; the 
bill for the adjnstm ent of claims of labor­ 
ers, etc., under tbe eight-hour law, making 
eight hours a day’s woik, etc; the bill to 
transfer the revenue marine service to the 
Navy Department; the Paddock pure-food 
bill; the bill for the settlement of claims 
arising 
from iIndian depredations; the 
Torrey bankruptcy bill; the bill to place 
the telegraph companies nnder the opera­ 
tion of the interstate commerce law and 
the District of Columbia bill. 
The question of adjournment was dis­ 
cussed only incidentally. Outside of the 
caucus the opinion was freely expressed 
that after the tariff bill is disposed of a 
quorum could be held for only a short 
time.

thicks it was extremely wise to change the 
plans to accommodate the engines de­ 
signed hy Chief Engineer Melville. 
Captain Sampson, who will command 
the ship, said that her run in deep water at 
full speed was attended with less wave dis­ 
turbance than that caused by the Cushing 
in Chesapeake Bay, and that the work­ 
ing of the ship was marvelous.

IN TH E SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 11th.—In the Senate 
to-day the House bill for the sale of certain 
lands for school purposes in the town of Pelican 
was placed on the calendar. 
A resolution offered yesterday by Morgan, 
calling on the Secretary of the Interior for infor­ 
m ation as to the lands of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad and other com panies whose roads were 
not completed w ithin the period fixed by the 
granting Act, was agreed to. 
The conference report on the railroad land 
forfeiture bill was taken up. The m ain proposi­ 
tion is contained in Section 1, forfeiting to the 
United States all lands heretofore granted any 
State or corporation to aid in the construction 
of a railroad opposite to and other m inor por­ 
tions of any such railroad not now completed 
and in operation, for the construction or benefit 
of which such lands were granted, and all such 
lands are declared a part of the public dom ain; 
provided, the Act is not to be construed as for­ 
feiting the right of way or station grounds of any 
railroad com pany heretofore granted. 
Morgan opposed the report as a log-rolling 
scheme, gotten up (or tbe benefit of all land- 
grant loads. W hile the fiist section piotessed 
to be a forfeiture, all other sections related to 
separate railroads, and exem pted them from 
the operation of the forfeiture section, or else 
secured them certain pecuniary advantages. 
The most th at could be said of the bill was that 
the few sm all railroads th at had not got friends 
enough in the two houses were to be crucified 
for the sake of glossing over and varnishing a 
false pretense of general forfeiture. 
After sneakiug for four hours and over, Mor­ 
gan yielded for a m otion to adjourn.

The second order of busi­ 
ness th at a Board of Directors, one from each 
county in tbe State, shall be appointed, which 
Board of Directors shall appolDt an Executive 
Committee of the citizens of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, eight m em bers of which com m ittee 
shall be appoin.ed from the city of San Fran­ 
cisco. T hird order of business, th at a com m it­ 
tee of seven, of which the President of the Con­ 
vention shall be one, be appointed to draft a 
bill to be presented to the Legislature asking 
for an appropriation of blank dollars to be 
raised by three annual tax levies. 
A resolution was offered asking that the 
Secretary wire the Chicago Directors the 
greetings of the Convention. 
M. H. DeYoung moved to substitute 
therefor resolutions declaring that the Con­ 
vention protests against the double site, 
and that the placing of the horticultural 
and agricultural exhibits several mile3 
from the attractive features of the expo­ 
sition would be prejudicial to the interests 
of the State. 
The resolutions provided for the appoint­ 
ment of a committee to notify the National 
Commissioners and the Chicago Directors 
to that effect. 
Mr. DeYoung spoke briefly on the reso­ 
lutions, and said that as the National Com­ 
mittee meets in Chicago on the 15th in­ 
stant, if sent at this time they m ight do 
good. 
W. H. Mills also favored the resolution, 
and spoke energetically against the divided 
site. 
Isidor Jacobs thougbt care should be 
taken not to antagonize ibe Commissioners 
at Chicago. 
H e thought the local Execu­ 
tive Board to be chosen should be relied 
on to arrange a Stale display properly. 
Several other delegates participated in 
the discussion, when Mr. DeYoung’s reso­ 
lutions were put to a vote and carried. 
A committee was appointed by the Cbair 
to drait protesting telegrams. 
A motion for a committee to draft a law 
for the State Commission which should go 
to Chicaeo and direct affairs was made by 
Mr. DeYoung, and referred to a com m it­ 
tee. 
Mr. Mills’ resolution favoring a distinct 
bnilding for California’s cumulative dis­ 
play, and separate from all departments of 
the exhibition, was carried, after some de­ 
bate. 
A Los Angeles delegate protested against 
the Dlan of having only one representative 
from each county, as provided for in the 
Organization 
Committee’s 
report, 
and 
moved that each county Director be em­ 
powered to appoint five others to work with 
him. 
The Chair sustained the point of order, 
and the Convention sustained the Chair 
from the delegate’s appeal. 
The Committee on Legislation, as pro­ 
vided for in the Organization Committee's 
report, was appointed, with M. M. Estee, 
M. H. DeYoung, Jales -Cerf. B. W. Jones, 
S. N. Rucker, Newton Booth and J.S . Cone 
as members. 
A motion to reconsider the action of the 
Convention in reference to the fixing of 
members of the

A RA SE OPPORTUNITY. 


The people of the Second Congressional 
District have an opportunity of being rep­ 
resented in Congress by a strong man. The 
Hon. George G. Blanchard, of Plaeerville 
having accepted the Republican nomina­ 
tion, is willing to go to Congress, and if 
he goes, will be one of the very best repre­ 
sentatives that the State has ever had in 
that body. 
As a rule, men of first-class power, mind 
and character, do not seek Congressional 
nominations. 
The Congressional delega­ 
tions, with a few rare exceptions, do not 
represent the highest intelligence, or the 
most elevated character, of the States 
from which they come. 
When complaint 
is made to the leading men of the nation 
of neglect of California interests, the 
answer always comes, Why don’t you send 
a delegation here who know something of 
the wants of your people, or who appear 
to care about them ? 
Judge Blanchard is as thoroughly ac­ 
quainted with the wants of California as 
any man who lives in it to-day. 
If he is 
willing to serve the people of his own dis­ 
trict in Congress, they ought to be willing 
to elect him almost unanimously. 
He is opposed by a gentleman by the 
name of Caminetti, who possejses no high 
qualification in any direction, and beyond 
some small degree of success as a chronic 
place-hunter, has achieved no distinction 
on any field. 
H is election to Congress 
would be a misfortune to the State. 
It 
would be the simple waste of an oppor­ 
tunity.

NEW YOKE'S ARMENIANS. 
JLm Eastern Race Which Poet Not Hold 
Women as Slaves. 
|From the New York Star.] 
That New York is a great cosmopolitan 
city, with nearly every nation on the globe 
represented in its population, is a fact well 
known. That we have 1,000 Armenians 
among that number is not so well known. 
It is a fact, though. I met an intelligent 
young man, R. Arminski, a few nights ago, 
and he told me a number of interesting 
facts about his people. 
“My people, he said, “have been long 
under the subjection of the Turk, and 
though we are a fighting race, there are so 
many internal dissensions among my peo­ 
ple that we have never been able to throw 
off the yoke of the Sublime Porte. We 
are one of the few Eastern races which do 
not hold our women practically as slaves; 
but in Armenia a woman has her accred­ 
ited rightB of property holding and prop­ 
erty earning. Although under Turkish 
rale, Armenia makes good wine and spirits, 
this she does under a special charter se­ 
cured from the Turkish Government 
through the Armenian Patriarch in Con­ 
stantinople. He is at the head of the 
Armenian Church, as the Pope is of the 
Roman Catholics, or the Russian Archi- 
mantrite is of the Church of Russia. The 
Armenians are a thrifty people, and her 
workmen are skilled in many lines of labor. 
Especially are her artisans skilled in the 
following fields: In weaving shawls, rugs, 
altar cloths and cloaks; in embroidery, 
when the real Turkish and Arabic styles 
are followed, rather than the European; in 
wood-working and carving, as metal-smiths 
and jewelers, where they excel in the man­ 
ufacture of cheap but exceedingly orna­ 
mental jewelry. 
“In religion the Armenian is, possibly, 
more bigoted—if I many use the term with 
respect—than the followers of the Greek 
Church, and between them and the Moslem 
there is always the broad chasm of re­ 
ligious intolerance, even if they could ever 
be united with their conquerors on other 
questions. How could it be otherwise 
under the oppression under which 
the Armenians groan. When you pay 
about three cents on a dollar tax 
here, your Armenian brother pays seven­ 
teen cents, and the tax-gatherer imposes 
special taxes and fines to suit himself. Yet 
the religious feeling is so strong among the 
Armenians, thf t upon several occasions 
when they could have combined with the 
Greeks, Russians or Roman Catholics, and 
succeeded in throwing off the Turkish yoke, 
they have refused to join forces with what 
they called the heretics. 
“The Armenians are emigrating in large 
numbers. There are about 4,000 in this 
country, of which fully 1,000 are in this 
city. There are colonies in every Euro­ 
pean country, the greatest of which is that 
in Russia. 
But Armenians go there no 
more. 
The military services exacted of 
them, and the taxes, have effectually 
checked emigration in that direction, and 
those who have gone there have begun to 
move on and take up residences elsewhere. 
Wherever they are, however, and with all 
their religious fervency, they make good, 
industrious citizens.” 


FAT MEN SOMETIMES SINK. 
A Case that Should Interest the Adipose 
Fisherm an of Buzzard’s Bay. 
The story of the fat man who fell over­ 
board in New York harbor and floated 
around for an hour or two until he was 
mistaken for a whale and towed to shore 
unhurt, has set the old watermen and 
wharfmen all a^og with reminiscent talk. 
They tell peculiar tales of happenings to 
fat men which have occurred under their 
eyes and in which they took a part. 
John McClain, the veteran watchman on 
the Thomas Clyde pier, above Chestnut, 
told a number of incidents to a Philadel­ 
phia Record, reporter concerning the float­ 
ing tendencies of fat men. 
^Daring the 
war McClain was a night 
watchman on 
the piers at Washington 
avenue. One dark night a Government 
teceivine vessel came up the river, and 
when it neared the Washington pier two 
sailors jumped overboard to make their es­ 
cape. One was a gigantic fellow and the 
other a man of medium size. 
Before jumping overboard the fat man 
fastened $200 in double gold eagles in a 
leather belt which was strapped around his 
waist. He could not swim a stroke. When 
they touched 
the water he floundered 
around, but did not sink. Shortly after­ 
ward a tremeudous swell carried him un­ 
der the pier, where he was knocked sense­ 
less by the piling. When the body was 
found, several hours afterward, it was not 
at the bottom of the stream, but plump 
against the planks of the pier, with the 
head above the water. The man never 
sank, but was drowned while insensible. 
Superstitious sailors concluded that it was 
the gold that kept him on the top of the 
river. 
_ 
A similar incident was cited by Mr. Mc­ 
Clain. It was many years ago and late in 
November when a huge Jerseyman tum­ 
bled unseen from a boat while crossing the 
Delaware from Camden. He wore heavy 
boots and a big overcoat. Not being able 
to swin he could not get ashore, and after 
he had been in his cold bath an hour be 
was discovered by the watchmen and pulled 
out. He was nearly frozen to death, but 
Otherwise was all right. 
Custom House Officer McCleary says, 
however, that fat men sink as well as the 
lean. He says that he weighs 225 pounds, 
but when he dropped into the Delaware a 
year or so ago he went down faster than 
McGinty, and would have stayed there 
had not help been offered. 
Carious Charities. 
Besides the endowed schools and alms­ 
houses, small and great, which abound in 
England, there exist a countless multitude 
of charities of the most diverse kinds. 
Some are quite obsolete, as when a man 
has given funds for redeeming Christians 
captured by Barbary corsairs, or to furnish 
forth soldiers for the wars in Ireland 
(though perhaps some day the last-men­ 
tioned use may be revived); others are for 
public works, maintenance of churches, 
repair of sea-walls, and so forth. In one 
parish some zealous Puritan in the days 
before the civil war, when preaching was 
not so much attended to as the “godly” 
party wished, has endowed a "lecture­ 
ship” in the parish pulpit, fruitful source 
of modern quarrels; in another some latent 
High Churchman in the dead-water reigns 
of the Georges has made a bequest for the 
maintenance of a second divine service 
every Sunday, or the administration of 
holy communion at least once in a quarter. 
Some charities are of a more convivial 
and mundane character There is a mid­ 
land town in which a jovial testator has 
ordained that yearly, upon Midsummer 
Day, ever male inhabitant of a certain 
street should be supplied out of the rents 
of a certain farm, “for the promotion of 
good fellowship,” with a glass of beer and 
a pipe of tobacco, and that every child in 
the street between the ages of three and 
ten should have cake. Of a like nature is 
the beer which flows for the benefit of 
thirty wayfarers at ths gates of the hospital 
of St. Cross, near Winchester. Other char­ 
ities are of a less cheerful description. So, 
at Exeter, a Mr .Griffith Ameredith founded 
a charity “for the buying of shrouds for 
prisoners who should suffer at Ryngswell,” 
the old place of execution at Heavitree, in 
the suburbs of Exeter. We learn from the 
reports of Charity Commissioners that at 
the beginning of this century these shrouds 
coat 3s 6d each. 
Englishmen are inclined to deride the 
French plan of promoting the moral quali­ 
ties by prix de vertu, and are not generally 
aware that the like useful institutions 
abound in their own country. So, for one 
instance, a citizen of a Devonshire town, 
in the year 1674, made it part of a large 
charity which he founded to give pen­ 
sions to “any five religious and godly men 
within the county of Devon.” It is be­ 
lieved that the trustees of this charity 
have never, even in the worst of subse­ 


quent times, been unable to find at least 
this number of good Devonians. About 
other charities there is a touching rural 
simplicity. At Ebrington, in Gloucester­ 
shire, Mr. John Keyte gave in the year 
1633, in a tone which recalls Handel' 
Pastoral Symphony, “onto the poor of 
Ebrington from the 10th day of May unto 
the feast of All Saints’ day, every year 
forever, the milk of ten sufficient new 
milch kine to go and depasture before the 
herd of Ebrington.”— The National Review. 
Cap. was With Him. 
The captain stood in front of the pilot 
house, telling the man at the wheel what 
he ought to do from time to time, and the 
funny man stood close by with his over­ 
coat buttond up and his hands in his pock­ 
ets.When the funny man had kept still iong 
enough he spoke to the captain.

yOODOO WORSHIP 
Many Colored People In the South Influ­ 
enced by the Superstition. 
[St. Louis Globe-Democrat. | 
There are many colored people in the 
South, especially in Louisiana, moreorle3 
under the influence oi the voodoo supersti­ 
tion. The worship of voodoo is paid to a 
snake kept in a box. The worshipers are 
not merely a sect, but in some rude, savage 
way also in Order. A man and woman 
chosen from their own number to be the 
oracles of the serpent deity—are called the 
King and Queen. The Queen is the more 
important of the two, and in Loaisiana, 
where the King’s office has almost or quite 
disappeared, the Queen is still a person of 
great note. 
She reigns as long as she continues to 
live. She comes to power, not by inheri­ 
tance, but by election or its barbarous 
equivalent. Chosen for such qualities as 
would give her a natural supremacy—per­ 
sonal attractions among the rest—and rul­ 
ing over superstitious fears and desires of 
every fierce and ignoble sort, she wields no 
trivial influence. One of the most famed 
of the voodoo Queens was Marie Laveaux. 
Her dwelling was in the quadroon quarter 
of New Orleans, but a step or two from 
Congo Square, a small adobe cabin just off 
the sidewalk, scarcely higher than the 
close board fence, whose batten gate yield­ 
ed to the touch and revealed the crazy 
doors and windows spread wide to the 
warm air, and one or two tawny faces 
within, whose expression was divided be­ 
tween a pretense of contemptuous inatten­ 
tion and a frowning resentment of the 
intrusion. In her last years visitors would 
find her in the center of a small room, 
whose ancient cypress flcor was worn with 
scrubbing, and sprinkled with crumbs of 
soft brick—a Creole affectation of superior 
cleanliness—quacking with feebleness in 
an ill-looking old rocking-chair, her body 
bowed and her wild, gray witch’s tresses 
hanging about her shriveled yellow neck. 
Three generations of her children were 
within the faint beckon of her helpless, wag­ 
gling wrist and fingers. They said she was 
over one hundred years old, and there was 
nothing to cast doubt upon her statement. 
She had shrunken away from her skin; it 
was like a turtle’s. Yet withal one could 
hardly help see that the face, now so 
withered, had once been handsome and 
commanding.

The horse “Charley” which is used by 
the clergymen of the Church of the Im­ 
maculate Conception is inordinately fond 
of pie. It makes no difference what kind 
of pie it is, or of what shape it is; pie he 
wants and pie he must have.

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T H E SUPREME COURT DECIDES A FEW 
KNOTTY ONES. 


E x tra D uties M ay be R equired of City 
Ju stice» —A P lu m as W ater A ppro­ 
priatio n Enjoined. 
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The following Supreme Court opinion was 
filed Wedndesay in the oflice of the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court in this city : 
Hewlett (respondent) vs. Pilcher et al. This 
is a Calaveras county case, in which action was 
brought by the respondent to foreclose his mort­ 
gage; and Pilcher and Watson were made par­ 
ties defendant. Judgment was rendered ftr the 
alaintiff, foreclosing the moitgage, and the de­ 
fendant Watson appeals from the judgment 
and the order denying him a new trial. The 
judgment and order are affirmed. 
A TULARE CASE. 
J. Goldman (appellant) vs. Mary J. Rogers. 
This is a Tulare ease, and an action brought by­ 
plaintiff to recover possession of two lots in 
Tulare the complaint being in the ordinary 
form in ejectment. When the case came on lor 
trial special issues were framed and submitted 
to a jury, and a verdict was returned in favor of 
the defendant. The Court then made further 
findings and gave judgment for the defendant, 
from which the plaintiff appeals on the judg­ 
ment roll. 
Judgment is affirmed. 
RIGHTS OF JUSTICES. 
The People (respondent) vs. T. P. Ward—a 
Bolauo county case. The defendant was in­ 
dicted for, and convicted of, misconduct in his 
office of Justice of the Peace, and judgment was 
rendered removing him from oftice for cau es 
stated in the judgment. He appealed from the 
judgment and an order denymg him a new 
trial. The Supreme Court, among other things, 
Eavs: 
' 
“The defendant had been Justice of the Peace 
at Vacaville township, Solano county, for many 
years, and the evidence shows him to have been 
a man of exceptionally good character, for 
truth, honesty and integrity. This case arises 
out of the prosecution of one Dayton G. True 
for the alleged petty ofiense ol stealing S3 from 
one F. C. Chapman, and from certain supposed 
conflict of jurisdiction and somewhat unpleas­ 
ant feeling between the Justices of the Peace of 
said township snd a Justice oi the township ot 
Suisun. And leaving out of view for the pres­ 
ent questions about the s efficiency of the indict­ 
ment. we ihink (he jury were erroneously mis­ 
led to the prejudice of the defendant by the in- 
stmc ions of the Court on the power of the Dis­ 
trict Attorney in criminal prosecutions. We 
think the indictment insufficient and the judg­ 
ment and order are reversed, wiih directions 10 
the Superior Court to sustain the demurrer to 
the accusation." 
TH E JU R Y GUESSED IT RIGHTLY. 
Wilson et al. (respondents) vs. Morton et al. 
Plaintiffs alleged that defendants agreed to pay 
them fifty cents an acre for nil lands in Kern 
county which they should examine and advise 
defendants to purchase, and which should af­ 
terwards be purchased by defendants; that in 
pursuance of the agreement they examined 
14,OJO acres of laud and advised defendants to 
purchase the same, and all of the said lands 
were afterward sold by the defendants, whereby 
defendants became indebted to plaintiffs in the 
sum of 57.01(1. The jury returned a veidict in 
favor of plaintiffs for 53,520. Judgment was 
rendered for that amount. A motion for a new 
trial was denied, and deiendants appealed. 
The judgment and order are affirmed. Judge 
Patteison dissents from the opinion. 


A JUDGMENT REVERSED. 
A. B. Preston (respondent) vs. Caroline Knapp, 
executrix, etc. This was an action to recover 
*493 81. There was judgment for the plaintiff 
and an appeal was taken. The Supreme Court 
reverses the judgment and grants a new trial. 


W ATER APPROl’RIATORS RESTRAINED. 
McLear (respondent) vs. Hapgood et als. This 
is a Plumas county case, and a suit to restrain 
defendants from diverting the water of a cer­ 
tain stream. The trial Court gave judgment for 
the plaintiff and the defendant appeals. The 
judgment is affirmed. 


EXTRA W ORK FOR JUSTICES. 
Millner (appellant) vs. Reibenstein et al. An 
application was made to the Superior Court of 
San Joaquin county for a writ of mandate re­ 
quiring the defendants, the Mayor and Clerk 
andController ol the city of Stocirton, to issue a 
warrant upon the Treasury of that city in favor 
of the plaintiff w ho is City Justice of the Peace 
in said city, for the sum of *100 as his salary as 


m en being engaged from 12 A. ft. Tuesday 
m orning till 1:30 a. m. W ednesday m o rn ­ 
ing, thus being on continuous doty for 
over tw enty-five h odrs w ithout rest or 
sleep. 
To dispose of th e 400 lots of fruit con­ 
sum ed four and one-half h o ars of continu­ 
óos selling at auction on m y part. 
To de­ 
liver the fruit required th e services of over 
fifty trucks, th at com m enced to load at 
11:30 a. m. an d finished delivering at about 
12:30 at night. T he buyers w ho purchased 
this fruit were composed of th e regular 
fruit jobbing trade of this city and of repre­ 
sentatives of about forty firms doiDg bus­ 
iness w ithin th e territory bounded by­ 
Providence, R. I., and Philadelphia, Penn., 
and num bered about 200. 
T his sale illus­ 
trates tw o patent facts; first, th at the ability 
o f New Y ork to take an im m ense quantity 
of goods and pay good prices is fully dem ­ 
onstrated; and second, th e auction system 
for disposing of perishable fruit is the only 
one th at could possibly be used to m arket 
such a vast q u antity of any products that 
included so great variety, condition, quality 
and kind as com prised the fifteen carloads 
of fruit I sold. 
Illu stratin g still further 
another feature of th e auctiou m ethod, I 
w ould say th at of the 100 shippers that 
m ade up this total of fifteen cars, everyone 
was in possession of the results of his sales 
w ithin tw enty-four hours after the sam e 
took place.

The Supreme Court says: “The sole question 
is whether or not the plaintiff, who is regularly 
drawing and receiving his Ealary of *2,000 per 
annum as City Justice of the Peace, is entitled 
to draw and receive an additional salary of 
*1,209 per annum as Judge of the Municipal 
Court. Until the code is am end'd the City 
Justice of the Peace will be entitled to receive 
the sala,- v of *2,000 per year and will not be en­ 
titled to receive other or more by reason of any- 
added duties that may be imposed upon his 
office.” 
Chief Justice Beatty dissents, saying: “If this 
decision, tiled August 4th, is to stand, the judg­ 
ment in this case must be aflirmed. for, under 
the doctrine there announced, all the provis­ 
ions of the present charter of Stockton relating 
to its Municipal Court are null and void. But, 
if the vsiUdity of those provisions is assumed, I 
cannot see how the conclusion can be avoided 
that the plaintiff is entitled to the compensa­ 
tion provided in the charter. It is not increas­ 
ing his salary as City Justice to pay him the 
salarv of another office, the duties ol which are 
cast upon him by a new appointment.” 


w i t n e s s e s ' o p i n io n . 
Some time ago a Chinaman named Ah Own 
was convicted in the Superior Court of this 
county on a charge of conducting a tan game, 
and appealed the case to the Supreme Court. 
Wednesday a decision was filed in the Supreme 
Court Clerk’s office here, reversing the judg­ 
ment and remanding the case for a new trial. 
In its review oi the circumstances concerning 
the trial, the Court takes occasion to remark 
that, under the information, it was incumbent 
on the prosecution to prove that the defendant 
played, carried on, etc., a game of tan. The wit­ 
ness, however (the arresting officer), admitted 
that he did not see the defendant do anything, 
but found him occupying the position, at a 
gaming table, of the banker, the supposed play­ 
ers having all fled. 
During the trial the witness gave a descrip­ 
tion of the room; of the persons in it, the sur­ 
roundings, the instruments for playing the 


: table 
I paid 
out the money?” 
Counsel for defendant objected, as involving 
an inference ot witness, but the Court over­ 
ruled the objection, defendant excepted and 
witness answered : “ Yes, he occupied the posi­ 
tion of the man that paid the money. 
The District Attorney asked if witness had 
seen a man in the position occupied by the 
banker, would he say that the man was a 
banker if be did not see the devices used in the 
game? 
Counsel for defendant objected. The objec­ 
tion was overruled, defendant excepted and 
witness answered “No.” 
The Supreme Court concludes its opinion as 
follows 
“ It is c’.ear that the Court, by over­ 
ruling the objection to these two questions, ad 
milted evidence of the opinion of witness upon 
facts that were before the jury, aDd upon which 
the jury was as competent as the witness to 
form an opinion, and a jury should not be in 
fluenced by the opinion of any one not more 
competent to form one than themselves. As a 
general rule, the opinion of witnesses is not ad­ 
missible in evidence.” 


OUR FRUIT IN NEW YORK. 


Im m ense f a ls i of C alifornia P ro d u cts in 
a Single D ay. 
A New Y ork fruit-dealer, w ho bandies a 
large percentage of California'* present 
crop, w rites as follows: 
My sales on T uesday, Septem ber 2d, of 
fifteen carloads of C alifornia green fruit are 
w orthy of note and com m ent for several 
reasons. 
T his num ber of cars was the 
largest that had ever been sold by any other 
.receiver, in any one m arket in the U nited 
States, in one day, so far as California pro­ 
ducts are concerned. T his is very signi­ 
ficant, becanse the Chicago m arket has 
been one th at was supposed to be able to 
take m ore California fruit in one day than 
any other iu the U nited States. 
Inasm uch as there was a total of eighteeu 
cars sold in New Y ork on Tuesday, w ith 
resalta as below given, w hich certainly in ­ 
dicate good prices for everything th at was 
good, as against and in comparison w ith 
Chicago's sale of about ten days ago, of a 
Sim ilar quantity of cars, w hen resalís were 
very disastrous, w ould seem to indica’e that 
th e New Y ork m arket is certainly one of 
trem endous extent. 
These fifteen cars th at I sold com prised 
about 3.500 boxes of B artlett pears, w hich 
averaged about $3 per box; about 4 000 
boxes of peaches, w hich ranged in price 
from $1 50 for anything of fair qnality to 
$5 25 for th e best fruit; 
1,500 boxes of 
plain s and prunes in every variety, w hich 
raaged in price from $1 15 to $2 35; about 
2,500 packages of Tokays, M uscats and 
other varieties of grapes, w hich sold at 
from $1 25 up to $2 for packages contain­ 
ing eighteeu pounds, and for cratee of forty 
pounds, the range being from $2 85 to 
$5 75. These results prove conclusively 
the fact of onr m arket being able to take 
an y th in g good, and m aking good, profit­ 
able prices, no m atter the qu an tity . 
I t will be interesting to Dote farther in 
connection w ith th is how these 11,600 
packages were handled and disposed of by 
m e. 
To prepare th e sale of this enorm ous 
q u a n tity of fruit it required about forty 
m en to unload th e cara, properly pnt each 
an d every one o f the 400 different lota of 
fruit in shape for th e sale, som e of these

R om ancing A bont A u th o rs’ E arnings. 
The latest instance of this mathematical 
romancing that I have seen is a paragraph 
in a recent number of the Writer, a bright 
and generally well-edited periodical, which 
ought not to make any serious mistake on 
those subjects to which it is specially de­ 
voted, yet which publishes this: “Mr.----- 
has just sold the right to publish his new 
novel, ----- , to the ------ Publishing Com­ 
pany for $10,000, the largest sum paid for 
&ny recent work of fiction.” The editor of 
the Writer ought to know that one may 
flatly contradict and disprove such a state­ 
ment without consulting either the author 
or the publisher of the book. 
A royalty 
of ten per cent, of the retail price is the 
basis of all contracts between publisher and 
author, and the terms seldom vary much 
from that figure. 
If a publisher buys out­ 
right the manuscript of a book, he fixes 
the price something less than the amount 
he thinks it would probably earn for the 
author if published on a royalty. 
The author mentioned iu the paragraph 
just quoted is a bright and racy newspaper 
contributor, but is not known as a novelist. 
Let us suppose that the publisher, for some 
powerful reason, is willing to pay him 
double royalty. 
His novel in the present 
state of the book trade must be Issued in 
paper covers, at a price not greater than 
fifty cents. This paragraph, then, affirms 
that a publishing house has been discov­ 
ered which will pay in advance double 
royalty on an assumed sale of 100,000 
copies (or the usual royalty on 200,000) 
for a novel by a writer who has no reputa­ 
tion as a novelist! The works of light 
literature written in the United States 
that have attained a sale of 100,000 copies 
do not exceed seven, and the novel in 
question will do remarkably well if it has 
one-tenth of that circulation.— Rossiter 
Johnson, in Forth American Review. 


T he E xpress T rain ol th e F u tu re . 
Dr. Lonis Bell says the electric express 
train of the near future will, in all proba­ 
bility, contain one or more powerful motors 
on the axis of its drivers, and aggregating, 
perhaps, 1,000-horse power as a normal 
output._ It will be lighted and heated by 
electricity. The track over which it wiíl 
run will be straight and smooth, like the 
great English trunk lines of to-day. The 
train will start smoothly into motion, fly 
along the track at the rate of one hun­ 
dred miles an hour or more, and stop 
quickly and easily by applying its electric 
brakes. 
An automatic block system will 
be used that will secure perfect control of 
the trains and almost absolute immunity 
from collisions.

ENGLISH STN DIO ATE. 


One ol the H eadquarters to be E stab­ 
lished in San Francisco. 
New Y ork, 
September 
11th.—Levy 
Mayer, the Chicago lawyer, who has been 
identified wiib the formation of a number 
of big English syndicates in this country, 
and who went to Europe last sum m er to 
find investment in American property and 
enterprises, returned yesterday. 
H e said : ‘'There are two companies 
which I represented in London—the Anglo- 
American Investment Company and the 
City of London Contract Company. The 
Anglo-American will have its headquarters 
in LondoD, with branches in New York, 
Chicago, St. Paul, Omaha and San F ran­ 
cisco. The capital is $15,000,000, of which 
$6,250,000 will have been paid in London 
by to-day. The rem ainder will be paid to­ 
morrow. There has been apportioned to 
be paid in by directors of the company 
in each of the American cities, $250,000. 
The American directors of the enterprise 
are bankers, financiers and leading business 
men. 
‘‘The Anglo American Investm ent Com- 
puny has several schemes on foot, each of 
which is a big investm ent in itself. It has 
placed $0,000,000 in railroads in Arizona 
and New Mexico, and will probably com­ 
plete contracts in a few days for tbe pur­ 
chase of tbree large sugar plantations in 
the Sandwich Islands, now owned by a 
corporation in Hawaii. 
“ As attorney for the City of London 
Contract Company,” continued Maver,

ment crop report, it being the most un­ 
favorable, taking all crops together, ever 
ismed, and the sborls and different op­ 
tions rushed to corn without regard to 
price 
In the Stock Exchange the holders of 
stock were staggered at the estimates of the 
crops. The idea prevails that snch a fall­ 
ing off in the yield will have a disastrous 
effect on the net earnings of the railroads. 
The crop report was soon lost sight of. 
however, íd the alarm caused by several of 
the most conservative houses calling in 
their loans on stock collateral. The rate 
for call loans at once advanced to a pre­ 
m ium of é per cent, in addition to legal 
interest, and on some of the fancy stocks 
no loans conld be obtained at any figure. 
This forced a renewal of the attem pts to 
liquidate, and a decline followed. Every­ 
thing on the list suffered losses ranging 
from 1 to 6i per cent., and for a time the 
market was demoralized. 
The heavy offers of Government bonds 
for 
prepaym ent of interest then gave a 
fresh supply of money, and to some extent 
restored confidence, and in the better class 
of stocks most of the dealers recovered.
